Coffee County BOE approves 8.5% pay increase

During a special called meeting 
last Thursday, members of the Cof- 
fee County Board of Education 
heard that all went well as county 
schools started classes on August 
16th. 

There was also some good news 
for teachers and support personnel 
employed by the county school sys- 
tem. They will be receiving a 8.5% 
increase in pay. 

Superintendent Clayton Bryant 
presented the board with a revised 
salary schedule for county school 
employees, both professional and 
support personnel. 

Although board members hesitat- 
ed in approving the new schedule 


which included a state mandated pay 
raise, they really had no choice in 
the matter, 

In making his presentation, 
Bryant said, “I know that you may 
fecl that that takes local control 
away from you and I agree with you 
100 percent, 

“But again, I don’t think that we 
have options where that is con- 
cerned, We have called and asked 
that specific question!” 

Board Member Danny Jernigan 
expressed the feelings of the board. 

“My question is not with the 
amount of money, but the fact that it 
is coming out of the local pile,” Jer- 
nigan said. 

“IT want to give these guys all we 
can give them...but I don’t like 
somebody in Montgomery spending: 


Officer Harry Laird pleads not guilty 
to criminal trespassing charges 


New Brockton Police Officer 
Harold Laird entered a plea of not 
guilty to the charges of first degree 
criminal trespass. 

Laird’s plea was recorded in an 
initial appearance before District 
Judge Thomas Head on Tuesday, 
August 23rd. 

Originally, the hearing had been 
scheduled for 10 a.m, Thursday, but 
Laird appeared before Judge Head 
on Tuesday and requested that he be 
granted a hearing earlier. The judge 
honored his request. 

Laird’s arrest came after a war- 
rant was signed by a New Brockton 
resident, Nancy Camley. In the war- 
rant, she alleges that the police offi- 
cer illegally entered her residence on 
June 20th. 

Mrs. Carnley had registered her 
complaint earlier (August 1) during 
a meeting of the New Brockton 


Town Council. After a closed door 
session, the council was deadlocked 
on the firing of Laird; however, they 
did agree to have the matter investi- 
gated, 

After Laird was arrested on Fri- 
day (he came in on his own) August 
12, he was reportedly suspended 
form the New Brockton Police De- 
partment with pay. 

New Brockton Mayor Kathryn 
Holley, Police Chief Charles Drig- 
gers and members of the town coun- 
cil have all refused comment on the 
matter, 

Laird was released from Coffee 
County Jail on the same day of his 
arrest on a $300 bond. 

The criminal trespass charge is a 
Class A misdemeanor, punishable by 
not more than one year in jail and/or 
a fine of up to $2,000.00.

Spicer urges consideration of ESJC’s value 


Terry Spicer, Democratic nomi-

“Through the years there has been 
a healthy and rewarding mutual sup- 
port between our community and 
ESJC. Both Coffee County and our 
junior college have prospered togeth- 
er," Spicer wrote. 

Spicer said that recent changes in 
the leadership of the school coupled 
with the ongoing need of Post Sec- 
ondary Education to run a well man- 
aged program could motivate Gain- 
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day through Friday.

“According to the pay raise bill, 
there will be an 8.5% pay raise for 
each employee who had worked the 
previous year,” said Bryant. 

The percentage will be of em- 
ployee's total salary and not just the 
state allocation for their specific job. 

According to the new schedu! , 
support personnel will  receirs, 
whichever is greater - the 8.5% u- 
crease or a minimum of $1,000.00. 

Built into the new salary schedule 
is a 10-step increment plan. Employ- 
ees will receive the increase each 
year for 10 years until the maximum 
amount is reached. The schedule 


also provides additional allocations 
for instructors with AA and docto- 
rate certification. 

After voicing their frustrations for 
several minutes, board members ap- 
proved the new 1994-95 salary 
schedule. 

Board members also approved 
some adjustments made in personnel 
due to increased enrollment in the 
county’s schools There were chang- 
es made in both professional and 
supportemployees. 

Bryant informed board members 
that enrollment in county schools 


was up about 100 students over last % 
year. He noted that this is the third F 


year in a row that county schools 


have experience an increase in en- ¥! 


rollment. 

Other matters addressed by the 
board were as follows:

Elba police investigators broke up 
a small scale forgery ring after sever- 
al weeks of investigation with the ar- 
rest of two Troy men and one from 
Elba. 

Arrested were Gary Evans, age 
32, and Derrick Coleman, age 23, 
who both gave their address as 100 
Rose Circle in Troy, AL. Also arrest- 
ed was Ellis Paul Warren, age 29, of 
Rt. 5, Elba, AL. 


ous and his staff to make significant 
changes in the governance of ESIC.

Spicer’s letter to Gainous expli- 
citly asks for consideration on two 
points: “Specifically, I hope you will 
resist any effort to merge ESJC with 
other area two-year colleges which 
could totally change the identity of 
our school. Further, in selecting offi- 
cials to replace recently departed 
school officials, 1 hope you will se- 
lect leadership who have the well- 
being and future of ESJC at heart.” 

Spicer and his wife are both 
alumna of EJSC. 


Evans was charged with three 
counts of criminal possession of a 
forged instrument in the second de- 
gree and two counts of forgery in the 
second degree.

All three men were arrested on 
Wednesday, August 24th. The chain 
of events leading to the arrest of the 
trio began about a month ago. The 
subjects allegedly stole numerous 
blank checks from two people who 
reside in the Elba-Troy area. 

The checks were written, victims’ 
signatures forged and then they were 
cashed at a local Elba business. At 
the time of the three arrests, checks 
had been written/forged totalling ap- 
proximately $1,500.00. ‘ 

It is unknown, at this time, if 
there are other victims. 

Evans, Coleman and Warren were 
transported to the Coffee County Jail 
where they were booked and their 
bonds ranged from $1,000 to $2,500 
on each count. 

The charges of 2nd degree crimi- 
nal possession of a forged instru- 
ment and 2nd degree forgery are 
both class C felonies and are punish- 
able by a prison term of 1 year and 1 
day to 10 years and a fine of up to 
$5,000.00. 

Elba Police Investigators Ronnie 
Davis and Donnie Byrd were assist- 
ed in the investigation by the Troy 
Police Department. 

Officers suspect that there could 
be other forged checks involved in 
this case so it remains open at this 
lime, 


TROOPERS PREDICT 14 WILL DIE ON STATE'S HIGHWAYS 


Headlights signal safety during holiday weekend 


State woopers will burn head- 
lights during the Labor Day week- 
end as a visible reminder to all mo- 
torists to drive safely and buckle up. 

Troopers, along with sheriff and 
police departments throughout the 
state, are encouraging Alabama mo- 
torists to join them in tuming on 
headlights to signal traffic safety 
during the holiday period. 

The Department of Public Safety 
estimates that 14 people will be 
killed in traffic accidents during the 
78-hour Labor Day holiday period, 
traditionally the last major weekend 


of the summer season. The holiday 
travel period begins at 6:00 p.m., 
Friday, September 2, and ends at 
midnight, Monday, September 5. 

In 1993, eight people died in traf- 
fic accidents during the 78-hour peri- 
od, seven on rural roadways and one 
in an urban area. Only one of the 


wreck victims, a child passenger, 
was in a safety restraint, One of the 


crash victims died in an alcohol- 
related accident,

Schoo! Board focuses on finances

The Elba City School Board met 
in special session last Thursday eve- 
ning. 

Finances was foremost on the 
mind of each person present. If they 
were discussing selling property, re- 
pairing storm damage or the budget 
for the coming year, money (and the 
need for it) was at the base of the 
discussion. 

Approval was given for Super- 
intendent Charles Pearce to sign 
FEMA documents related to the July 
flood. The excessive water caused 
South Alabama to be declared a na- 
tional disaster area and the school to 
become eligible for a $11,900 feder- 
al grant. This was partially for water 
damages and partially for the ele- 
mentary school being used as a shel- 
ter for flood victims, 

The school system is also eligible 
for a $65,000 matching grant from 
Soil Conservation Service (SCS), 
The school will furnish 25% or 
$16,250 for this erosion control pro- 
eck. 

Board members discussed this 
project and were told representatives 
of SCS will explain the project in 
detail at a later board meeting. 

Work should begin soon on a 
campus beautification project being 
funded by the Alabama Forestry 
Commission grant. Pearce explained 
to the board that this will include 
planting some trees at the entrance to 
the campus, some clearing, picnic ta- 
bles and a nature trail, 


speed and safety belt enforcement 
will allow additional troopers to pa- 
trol.

lected locations statewide, 

Alabama’s safety belt law re- 
quires front-seat occupants of pas- 
senger cars to buckle up. The child 
restraint law requires that when rid- 
ing in front and back seats, children 
age three and younger must be se- 
cured in a safety seat, and four and 
five year olds must occupy a safety 
scat or regular safety belt. 
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State funding for the present term 
of school was a high priority of 
board members. 

Pearce gave a sketchy status re- 
port on the recent temporary settle- 
ment of the equity funding lawsuit. 

Elba school will get $3,144,057 
in state funds for the minimum pro- 
gram this year under the plan. That 
is in addition to some transportation 
funds earmarked to buy new school 
busses, 

However Pearce told board mem- 
bers that fiscal experts are already 
predicting proration of the school 
budget by next March. Under prora- 
lion, salaries can not be cut. There-

For years, we at the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau have warned consumers 
in the Elba area and throughout 
Southern Alabama to protect their 
credit card numbers. But these days 
you need to be just as careful when 
asked to give out your bank account 
numbers, Crooks can use these ac- 
count numbers to draw up drafts and 
access your bank accounts--without 
your signature, knowledge, or per- 
mission! 

Many legitimate companies such 
as public utilities or health clubs, 
Seek and gain your permission to 
withdraw money directly out of your 
bank accounts. This is often a very 
convenient form of bill-paying and 
is perfectly reputable. Unethical 
companies, unfortunately, can take 
this same information to steal money 
from your account, 

One trick they use to get these 
numbers from you is to call or mail 
you a notice that you have "won a 
sweepstakes prize”. In order to claim 
the fabulous prize, you must pay cer- 
lain “special taxes” or other fees. 
The crooks may claim that they have 
already contacted Internal Revenue 
and made arrangements for them to 
handle the taxes on your prize. But 
lo accomplish this, of course, they 
need your bank account numbers. 

In another variation, the con artist 
asks for you account number and the 
number of your last check written so 
that he can verify that you have 
enough money in your account to 
pay a “carrying charge”, 

Some consumers have lost money 
when dealing 
with certain disreputable “credit re- 


pair” companies. These firms claim 
that they can remove negative infor- 
mation from your credit report, but 
often they accomplish nothing--and 
may keep withdrawing money even 
after they have collected their “fee” 
from you.

“Tam the door: by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, and shall 
go in and out, and find pasture.’ 
(John 10:9) 

Doors are among the most com- 
mon things in the world. There are 


ornate doors of cathedrals, steel 
doors to vaults in a bank, canvas 
doors to tents, large and small doors 
in all kinds of vehicles, glass doors 
to greenhouses, and every other kind 
imaginable. in homes all over the 
world, They can be expensive or in- 
expensive, strong or weak, beautiful 
OF unattractive, but they all have one 
thing in common--they are doors! 
When the Savior claimed to be the 
door of the sheepfold, He communi- 
cated truths which demand our con- 
sideration.

However, the 
live-bait fishing enthusiasts, a catal 
pa tree decorated with these caterpil 
lars is highly desirable, and the term 
“calawba worm” has a special mean 
ing: good fish bait 

Anglers regularly have questions 
concerning the caterpillar’s develop 
ment and habits. 

The caterpillar is officially named 
the catalpa sphinx (Ceratomia ca 
lalpe). Catawba is the Cherokee 
name for the calalpa tree, which is 
the possible origin of the name “ca 
tawba worm.” 

The catalpa sphinx over winters 
as a pupa in the soil. The pupa is 
bare, reddish brown, and one to one 
half inch long. After catalpa trees de- 
velop leaves in the spring, pupae 
work their way to the soil surface 
and adults emerge. The adult is a ro- 
bust moth, with gray spindle-shaped 
body and mottled gray-brown wings, 
Moths generally fly at dusk and at 
night and are not often seen. Adult 
females lay eggs in mounded masses 
on the undersurface of leaves. The 
number of eggs per mass may range 
to 1,000, but most masses contain 
300-800. 

Eggs hatch in a week to 10 days. 
Newly hatched caterpillars are whit- 
ish to pale yellow and have a black 
spine at the rear. As caterpillars 
grow, coloration changes; heads are

black, and bodies are pale yellow to 
greenish-yellow with black mark- 
ings. Full-grown caterpillars 1 to 3 
inches long and variously marked 
with a solid black band or a row of 
black spots bordered by black lines 
down the back. 


Duration of the caterpillar stage 


varies but is generally about three 
weeks, Full-grown larvae drop from 
leaves, enter the soil, and pupate. 
New moths emerge in about two . 
weeks, The length of the whole life 


cycle is about six weeks. In Alabama 
three of four broods may occur dur- 
ing a season, and caterpillars may be 
present until Ieaf drop in the fall. 
Generations often overlap, and dif- 
ferent developmental stages and cat- 
erpillars of various sizes may be 
present at the same time. Larvae 
from the last brood in the fall burrow 
into the soil and pupate; adult moths 
emerge the following spring. 

Caterpillars may be common 
from one to three years, then scarce 
a few years, Parasites and predators 
often are responsible for controlling 
populations. One common parasite is 
a small wasp that deposits eggs into 
the caterpillar. Eggs hatch, and wasp 
larvae feed inside the worm, When 
parasite larvac are grown, they 
emerge and spin white silken co- 
coons on the outside of the caterpil- 
lar. Parasitized worms do not reach 
adulthood. Unfortunately, there is no 
effective method of eliminating the 
parasites without harming the cater- 
pillars.

Che “catawba worm” feeds exclu 
sively on the leaves of catalpa trees 
and often completely strips plants of 
foliage, making the caterpillar an un 
welcome pest to the landscape 
minded homeowner, However, the 
live-bait fishing enthusiasts, a catal- 
pa tree decorated with these caterpil- 
lars is highly desirable, and the term 
~catawba worm” has a special mean 
ing: good fish bait. 

Anglers regularly have questions 
concerning the caterpillar’s develop 
ment and habits. 

The caterpillar is officially named 
the catalpa sphinx (Ceratomia ca- 
talpe). Catawba is the Cherokee 
name for the catalpa tree, which is 
the possible origin of the name “‘ca- 
tawba worm,” 

The catalpa sphinx over winters 
as a pupa in the soil. The pupa is 
bare, reddish brown, and one to one 
half inch long. After catalpa trees de- 
velop leaves in the spring, pupae 
work their way to the soil surface 
and adults emerge. The adult is a ro- 
bust moth, with gray spindle-shaped 
body and mottled gray-brown wings. 
Moths generally fly at dusk and at 
night and are not often seen. Adult 
females lay eggs in mounded masses 
on the undersurface of leaves, The 
number of eggs per mass may range 
to 1,000, but most masses contain 
300-800. 

Eggs hatch in a week to 10 days. 
Newly hatched caterpillars are whit- 
ish to pale yellow and have a black

black, and bodics are pale yellow to 
greenish-yellow with black mark- 
ings Full-grown caterpillars 1 to 3 
inches long and variously marked 
with a solid black band or a row of 
black spots bordered by black lines 
down the back, 


Duration of the caterpillar stage 
varies but is generally about three 
weeks, Full-grown larvae drop from 
leaves, enter the soil, and pupate. 
New moths emerge in about two. 
weeks, The length of the whole life 
cycle is about six weeks. In Alabama 
three of four broods may occur dur- 
ing a season, and caterpillars may be 
present until leaf drop in the fall. 
Generations often overlap, and dif- 
ferent developmental stages and cat- 
erpillars of various sizes may be 
present at the same time. Larvae 
from the last brood in the fall burrow 
into the soil and pupate; adult moths 
emerge the following spring. 

Caterpillars may be common 
{rom one to three years, then scarce 
a few years, Parasites and predators 
often are responsible for controlling 
populations. One common parasite is 
a small wasp that deposits eggs into 
the caterpillar. Eggs hatch, and wasp 
larvae feed inside the worm. When 
parasite larvae are grown, they 
emerge and spin white silken co- 
coons on the outside of the caterpil- 
lar. Parasitized worms do not reach 
adulthood. Unfortunately, there is no 
effective method of eliminating the 
parasites without harming the cater-

Danley was discharged from 
S.E.A.M.C, last Friday. According 
to reports, he will still require exten- 
sive physical therapy during his re- 
covery period. 

Grantham, who was reportedly hit 
by Danley, was treated for a cut over 
his left eye and admitted for observa- 
tion to E.G.H, 

Danley’s wife, Cricket Flowers 
Danley, age 18, who is eight months 
pregnant, also received emergency 
treatment at E.G,H, She was thought 
to be in premature labor, after report-
